CONSECRATION OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The consecration of the new hospital took 
place on Sunday afternoon, at 3:30 o’clock 
in the presence of a large number of the 
people of Edmonton and surrounding dis- 
trict. The ceremony was performed -by 
Archbisnop Langevin, assisted by Bishops 
Grandin and Grouard. On the enirance of 
the clergy the Edmouton band played the 
** Matador Quickstep.” At the conclusion 
of the ceremony of consecration the Arch- 
bishop delivered a short address. He spoke 
of the hospital asa public institution, hav- 
ing received the help of the town, and as- 
sistance from people of all denominations. 
It was therefore a standing proof of the 
friendly feeling reigning ia Mduivaien be- 
tween all classes, which should prevail all 
over the country. He was very much pleas- 
ed to see the chief magistrate of the town 
present, as representing the civic authority. 
He spoke in praise of the physicians of the 
staff, adding that their mission was a most 
praiseworthy one, for after those who take 
care of the sou! the place of first importance 
is accorded to those who care for the body. 
He quoted: ‘* Do honor to the physician,” 
for at times they were needed by all. The 
Bishop, of St. Albert owed his recovery to 
health to a physician in Paris. He gave a 
word of praise to the nuns in charge saying 
that they would give the same good care— 
nay more—the saine maternal care to every- 
one. It wasa great help to the institution 
to have those angels of charity, the Grey 
Nuns, of Montreal. The Rev. Mother 
Superior, Sister Mary Xavier, who had been 
in the country for over 40 years, was an im- 
mense acquisition to Edmonton. It was 
very hard for the authorities of St. Boniface 
to let her go,as she was most highly esteem- 
ed both in St. Boniface and Winnipeg, with- 
out any distinction; but their consolation 
was that Edmonton would profit by her 
long experience and they thought that 
charity obliged them not to keep all the 
best to themselves. He thanked the people 
present for their attendance on such 
stormy day. Edmonton should be proud of 
the institution, for it was one of the best 
in the country. 

Bishop Grandin then delivered an address 
in French, after which Rev. Father Leduc 
anrounced that a collection in aid of the hos- 
pital would be taken up. The collectors 
were Mrs. Kirkpatrick, Mrs. Gallagher, 
Miss Robertson, Miss Roy, Mr. Emery and 
Mr. McNamara. During the proceedings 
the band played ‘‘ Matador Quickstep,” 
“Golden Showers,” and ‘ Wanotrum,” in 
most pleasing style. The collection realized 


The clergy then went to St. Joachim’s 
church, where they were again met by the 
band which played as they entered the 
building. An address to Archbishop Lange- 
vin was read by N. D. Beck. Q.C., from the 
trustees of St. Joachim’s separate school dis- 
trict on behalf Jof the congregation con- 
gratulsting the Archbishop on his elevation 
to his high office and on having already 

roven himself a worthy successor of the 
late Archbishop Tache, whose name was in- 
separably connected with the school ques- 
tion—a question of deep concern to 
Catholies all over the country and at pre- 
sent of particular interest in Manitoba and 
the Territories. Reference was made to the 
school legislation of the Territories, and to 
the petitions against the school ordinance of 
1892, stating that the Catholics still main- 
tained that their schools were Catholic only 
in name. The Catholics of the Territories 
thanked the Archbishop for his efforts in be- 
behalf of their schools and looked to him as 
their leader in the maintenanee of these 
rights. In reply the Archbishop spoke 
very pointedly on the school question and 
vigorously denounced the proposal ef a com- 
mission of enquiry in Manitoba and the s0- 
called separate school system of the Ter- 
ritories. Catholies were bound in con- 
science to stand out for the right to educate 
their children in their own faith. Unless the 
minority were granted their constitutional 
rights confederation could not stand. .

The 
timbers for the mill building were got 
out in the winter of ’79 and ’80 and the 
buildings were erected during the sum-

was unfavorable for wheai, succeeding 
a number of favorable seasons and 
1881 was as bad. These bad seasons 
and the immense expense entailed in 
starting the enterprise at that time, dis- 
couraged the original investors. Mr. 
Belcher sold oui his interest to Messrs. 
McLeod and Norris and in the fall of 
1881 they sold out tu the late Senator 
Hardisty and the present proprietor, D. 
R. Fraser, who formed a partnership 
for the purpose. The partnership con- 
tinued during Senator Hardisty’s life, 
Mr. Fraser being manager. After the 
late senator's death his interest was 
purchased by Malcolm McLeod. On 
Mr. McLeod’s death his interest was 
purchased by Mr. Fraser who thus be 
come sole proprietor about the begin- 
ning of the present year. Since they 
were built these mills have been the 
chief, and—and in several years the 
sole—dependence of the district for 
flour and lumber, and even now piay a 
most important part in the business of 
the district. Farmers in many cases 
find it more advantageous to supply 
themselves with the flour re quired for 
their own use from their own wheat, 
rather than sell the wheat and buy the 
tlour. So that although the roller mill 
has to very great extent displaced the 
grist mill in the production of mer- 
chants’ flour,the grist mill fills a certain 
requirement in a farming district that 
a roller mill cannot. The power for 
the saw and grist mills is furnished by 
a 35 and a 75 horse engine which gives 
ample power to ran all the machinery 
at the same time. The grist mill has 
two run of four feet stones for grinding 
and one run of two feet stones fur 
crushing. The gristing capacity is 
about 100 bushels in twelve hours. At 
the present time the mill is full of 
grists hrought from all parts of the dis- 
trict so that the mill must be re- 
cognized as an important factor in 
drawing business to the town. The 
flour made on the miil’s own account 
finds a ready market in the fur trade 
tributary to Edmonton. Besides gmst- 
ing for toll Mr. Fraser buys wheat for 
eash and in trade for lumber. The saw 
mill adjoins the grist mill with the 
engine house between. The machinery 
of the saw mill comprises one circular 
saw, a gang edger, butting saw, and 
single edger. Connected with the saw 
mill is a planing mili and sash, frame 
and door factory, which contains a 
flooring planer, moulding machine ten- 
noning machine, etc. The logs sawn at 
the mill come from the limits belonging 
to it at Goose encampment about 65 
miles up, where Mr. Fraser has three 
limits. Two years ago a small steamer 
was purchased to faciiltate the transferof 
men and supplies to ‘he limits during 
the rafting season, but owing to the

There is some talk of 
bringing them under treaty with the Indian 
department. 

Montreal Trade Bulletin, Dec.6: At the 
beginning of the week sales of dressed hogs 
were made at $4.75 to $4.90 and 34.95, as to 
weight and quality, the latter figures being 
for light averages of about 120 to 230 lbs. 
Heavy averages suitable for packer have 
been placed at $4.75 to $3.85, with lower 
prices expected. 

The London Eng., Globe of Dec. 10th says 
it is ramored that Sir Charles Tupper, Can- 
adian high commissioner, will not return tc 
London, after his visit to Canada. In addi- 
tion the Globe says it is believed that Hon. 
Mackenzie Bowell will resign the premier- 
ship of the Dominion and Sir Charles Tup- 
per assume that office. 

Free Press on freight rates: There is no 
doubt the question of freight rates is a very 
serious one in the Northwest. We ali ap- 
preciate the fact that the railway has to be 
considered as well as the farmers. The 
rights of it are not all on one side by any 
means. But in its quality of guardian and 
protector, as it has been virtually construc- 
ted, one of its first and most bounden 
duties is to see that the settlers of the 
Northwest are enabled to make reasonable 
headway. 

Tribune: There having been recently 

rsistent rumors, emanating mainly from 
Toronto newspapers, that the school ques- 
tion was to be settled by the Manitoba gov- 
ernment, the Hon. Mr. Greenway has 
authorized the publication of the following 
statement : The government have had 
under consideration at various times the 
order-in-council of the Dominion of July 
last, inviting action on the part of the legis- 
lature of Manitoba to remove the alleged 
grievances of the Roman Catholic minority 
in relation to education. It has become 
perfectly clear that no concessions by the 
legislature will be regarded as a solution of 
the difficulty, or as removing the alleged 
grievances, unless such concession admits 
the principle of and re-establishes state- 
aided separate schools. Upon the question 
of the the re-establishment of separate 
schovls the government will make no com- 
promise. 

The Victoria Colonist saya: The B. C. 
Gold Dreging Co., Ltd., is after the black 
Messrs. McFar- 
lane and Dampion, president and secretary 
respectively of the B.C. Iron Works, fill 
similar positions in the new company. These 
gentlemen conceived the idea of building a 
gold dredge, according to the plan of W. A. 
Shahan, their manager, that would let into 
their aluice boxes, in the course of time, 
some 5,000,000 of the 10,000,000 yards of 
black sand containing fine,other than bright, 
gold they have to work on their leased 
Fraser river bottoms. For the purpose of 
getting at this black sand an immense 
dredge costing $30,000 has been built. It 
is 30 by 100 feet. Its engine is 150 h. p. 
and it is fitted with centrifugal pump, 
vacuum chambers, and hydraulic jet. The 
engine is capable of lifting 3,500 cubic 
yards in ten hours. The dredge 1: fitted 
with powerful steam winches and capstan, 
enabling it to go where a tug could not puil 


it. It is fitted with electric plant and 
lighted mh agear vad The pump will suck 
up all the ordinary boulders and work 
around the big ones.

NEW COAL REGULATIONS. 
On a report, dated 29th October, 1895, 


from the minister of the interior, submitting 


that the regulations for the disposal of coal 
lands, the property of the Dominion govern- 
ment in Manitoba, the Northwest Territor- 
ie« and British Columbia, approved by order 
in council of the 17th September, 1889, pro- 
vide that lands containing anthracite coal 
may be sold at an upset price of $20 an acre 
cash, and coal other than anthracite at an 
upset price of $10 an acre cash, or may be 
sold at public competition. 

The minister states that it is found that 
settlers living at a distance from coal mines 
which are being worked by persons who 
purchased the same either from the crown 
or from some other source, are taking cecal 
from Dominion lands for their own supply 
and for the use of others, without permis- 
sion. These sett'ersasarule are not in a 
position to purchase coal lands in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the regulations, 
and as they cannot obtain permission to 
mine coal by paying’ a royalty, they take it 
without authority. 

The Minister feels that it would bea hard- 
ship upon the settlers if action were taken 
against them for larceny, especially as many 
of them are willing to pay a royalty on the 
coal mined, and he, the Minister, is of the 
opinion that some regulation should be 
adopted whereby settlers and others may 
obtain permission to mine coal on Dominion 
lands by paying a royalty. 

The minister, after consulting with the 
commisioner of Dominion lands and the 
superintendent of mines ofthe depart- 
ment of the interior, recommends that 
he be authorized to issue yearly permits to 
mine a certain quantity of coal, for domestic 
purposes only, upon payment in advance of 
a royalty of twenty cents per ton for anth- 
racite coal, fifteen cents per ton for bitu- 
minous coal, and ten cents per ton for lignite 
coal, and that this regulation if approved 
by your excellency shall come into force on 
and after the first day of January, 1896.

CALGARY ELECTIONS. 


The city elections in Calgary on Monday 
last resulted in the return of a A. McBride, 
father of J. D. McBride and Norman Mc- 
Bride, of the Edmonton Hardware Company, 
by a majority of two votes over Mayor Orr. 
Calgary 1s to be congratulated on the selec- 
tion as its chief magistrate for the year of 
one of its best and most representative 
business men. The votes were McBride 234, 
Orr 232. In ward No. 1, the councillors 
elected are Messrs. McKenzie, Ramsay and 
Riddell. In ward 2 Messrs. Mackie, Brown 
and Creighton, and in ward 3 Messrs. Mc- 
Tavish, Jarrett and Cushing. Mayor-elect 
McBride was visiting in California during 
the election campaign. 


It is under stood that when the French 
census is taken next year, it will show, for 
the first time in the history of France, a 
smaller population than that of the British 
Islands. There was only fa difference of 
about half a million in 1891, and this has 
been made up nearly twice over by the Bri- 
tish birth rate since. 


The Globe's Ottawa says; At Orangeville 
Mr. Foster anid the government would not 
re-establish Manitoba separate schools as 
they existed prior to the paasege of the 
Manitoba public school act in 1890. Foster 
has no authority for making the statement. 
It is a contradictory pledge to what he was 
authorized to give in parliament last session 
when he stated then that legislation 
would be on the lines of the remedial 
order. 


An article written by Wm. O'Brien for 
Revue Poiltique, on “the European aspect 
of the Irish Question,” bas attracted un- 
wonted attention, owing to the develop- 
ments in the east. Mr. O’Brien argues that 
the Irish bond of sympathy with England's 
enemies bas not entirely disappeared The 
new movement begun in Chicago ought to 
be, for statesrnen, a matter of study. The 
Irish-Americans have sufficient influence 
with the U. S. government to stop the pro- 
gress of a friendly entente between the two 
great] Englishspeakiog nations. They have 
also the power to arouse an enemy that 
England has the most reason to fear in the 
world. The young men of the Gaelic 
Athletic association would form a readymade 
army for a French or Russian expedition 
which wonid put rifles in their hands, and 
they would capture Cork and Limerick, an 
hold them long enough to allow Irishmen to 
rally to their flag. Mr. O’Brien is of the 
opinion that the English fleet could not 
prevent a landing in Ireland.
